OVER 50 HOMES 
IN MAESTEG ARE 
EVACUATED AFTER 
ARSON ATTACK 


MORE than 50 
homes in Maesteg 
had to be evacuated 
following an arson 
attack in which a 
caravan was set 
ablaze in Heol-y- 
Llwyni. 

The fire, on Friday, 
October 19 just before 
midnight, then spread to a 
garage of the property 
which contained three 
large gas cylinders. 

Police are appeahng for 
information from the pub¬ 
lic. The caravan was set 
alight at the rear of a prop¬ 
erty at Heol-y-Llwyni. 

Officers evacuated 
more than 50 homes on 
Heol-y-Llywyni, Duke 
Street and Turberville 
Street as a safety precau¬ 
tion. 

The caravan, a 
Mercedes Vito van which 
had been inside the 
garage, and the garage 
itself, were destroyed in 
the blaze.

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Horace ( 92 ) tells his 
life story - to raise 
funds for Alzheimer’s 


BRIDGEND resident 
Horace Drake, 93 next 
month, has published his life 
story, including his time 
spent working on the rail¬ 
ways during World War 2, 
in memory of his late wife 
and to raise money for the 
Alzheimer’s Society. 

After his wife died almost 
three years ago, his family urged 
Horace to write down the 
wartime stories he had always 
told them, and he decided to do 
so to raise funds for the charity, 
as she had suffered with demen¬ 
tia in later years. 

Horace moved to just outside 
Aberkenfig when he was three 
years old, into a “very primitive 
cottage” alongside the River 
Ogmore. 

He told The GEM: “There 
was always flooding, we had no 
water and no electricity. 

“We had to collect our water 
from a spring in the next field, 
and were always arguing over 
whose turn it was. Eventually, 


father dug a well and we got the 
water from there. One day, I fell 
in and my sister had to drag me 
out,” he added with a chuckle. 

During the 1926 miners’ 
strike, Horace remembers some 
colliers coming along and offer¬ 
ing to dig an improved well with 
a cover to prevent that incident 
occurring again. 

He and the other youngsters 
had to fetch stones from the 
river to line the well. 

During the war, Horace 
served with a railway operating 
company, ferrying supplies to 
the various fighting units on the 
fronts. 

After serving for nearly three 
years in Italy repairing the dam¬ 
aged tracks so they could keep 
troops resupplied, Horace moved 
further east, finding himself sta¬ 
tioned in Persia (now Iran) and 
Iraq. 

He said: “In 1943 in Persia, 
they said it was the hottest sum¬ 
mer they’d had - it was 140 
degrees in the shade! I don’t 
know how many tonnes of stuff 


we moved - food, medicine, 
ammunition and even underwa¬ 
ter cabling.” 

Horace described the huge 
water holders, known by the sol¬ 
diers as Ali Baba pots, that kept 
them hydrated. 

He remembers that no matter 
where you were, cold water was 
always readily available to make 
working and living conditions 
bearable. 

He also remembers sitting in 
the sergeant’s mess when the 
war was declared over, and hav¬ 
ing to wrestle a handgun from a 
drunken comrade who was hys¬ 
terically firing into the air. 
“Where he got it from I don’t 
know, we were never issued 
them,” he added. 

‘Once Upon A Time in 
Aberkenfig’, will be obtain- 
mable in exchange for a small 
donation to the Alzheimer’s 
Society.

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strong public response to 
plan to merge two schools 
following funding cutbacks 


A REPORT has 
gone to the cabinet 
of Bridgend 

County Borough 
Council on the 
results of a survey 
over a plan to 
merge Bryntirion 
Junior School with 
Llangewydd 
Junior School. 

This would see 
Llangewydd Junior 
School absorb the near¬ 
by Bryntirion school 
buildings to form a sin¬ 
gle, larger school. 

Bryntirion pupils, 
including children with 
additional learning 
needs, would then trans¬ 
fer into Llangewydd 
and the catchment area 
of the school would be 
extended. 

BCBC say this is 
designed to deal with a 
situation where there 
has been a steady year- 
on-year decline in the 
number of pupils opting 
to go to Bryntirion 
Junior School: “This 
has resulted in a major 
growing budget deficit 
where the average level 
of funding required for 


each pupil at Bryntirion 
has been £5,467 com¬ 
pared to £3,314 at other 
schools in Bridgend 
County Borough.” 

Public consultation 
feedback is available to 
view at www.brid- 
gend.gov.uk with 
BCBC’s responses, and 
the council will now 
issue a public notice on 
the proposals. 

OBJECTIONS 

If formal objections 
are received within one 
month of the public 
notice being issued, 
they will be collected 
alongside the council’s 
own responses and sent 
to the Welsh 
Government for a deci¬ 
sion. 

Coun Huw David, 
cabinet member for 
children and young peo¬ 
ple, said: “There has 
been a really strong 
response to the public 
consultation, and I hope 
that we have gone some 
way to answering peo¬ 
ple’s questions, explain¬ 
ing the reasoning 
behind the proposals 
and reassuring residents 
about what we want to 
do.

“Fd like to stress that 
the quality of education 
at Bryntirion has never 
been in any doubt, but 
with more parents con¬ 
tinuing to exercise their 
choice and send chil¬ 
dren to different 
schools, Bryntirion 
Juniors now faces a 
severe funding situation 
which does not make 
the school viable. 

“In terms of priori¬ 
ties, this is about ensur¬ 


ing that children can 
continue to receive high 
standards of education 
in the future. 
Llangewydd Juniors is 
not over-capacity, and 
under the proposals, it 
would include the 
Bryntirion school build¬ 
ings, to create a single, 
larger junior school 
capable of meeting the 
needs of all pupils. 

“Both schools and 
the local authority 


would work closely 
together with parents, 
teachers and staff to 
achieve a smooth transi¬ 
tion and ensure that the 
children could settle 
into any new structure. 

“I think it is impor¬ 
tant that people study 
the consultation feed¬ 
back and the authority’s 
responses so they can 
ensure that they are 
fully informed about the 
situation.” 


Plans for new Coety 
Primary School take 
a public step forward 


PLANS to relocate and enlarge 
Coety Primary School are to be 
published by Bridgend County 
Borough Council. 

A public notice is the statutory next 
stage of the council’s proposal to 
replace Coety Primary with a new and 
larger school at nearby Parc Derwen. 

The council plans to increase the 
size of Coety Primary from its current 
134 places with a 33-place nursery, to 
420 places with a 60-place nursery. 

The new school would open in the 
summer term of 2016 on its relocated 
Parc Derwen site and would be funded 
as part of the council’s school mod¬ 
ernisation programme, with the sup¬ 
port of Welsh Government and the 
developers of the fast-growing estate. 

Coun Huw David, cabinet member 
for children and young people, said: 
“I’d like to thank all those who took 
part in the informal part of this con¬ 


sultation. Many valid concerns were 
discussed, from the loss of the ethos of 
the school to concerns that a bigger 
school might feel more impersonal. 

“There were also practical ques¬ 
tions about outdoor spaces and facili¬ 
ties and a concern about overcrowd¬ 
ing in the future, although I feel this 
was answered by the capping which is 
in place at Parc Derwen’s develop¬ 
ment. 

“I’m especially pleased that the 
school council fed into the consulta¬ 
tion and although there was some sad¬ 
ness at the idea of leaving the current 
school, children also said they were 
excited at the prospect of a new one 
and the possibility of being involved in 
the design stage should the proposal 
be implemented. 

“This could be an opportunity for 
Coity to have a brand new village 
school which would benefit both exist¬ 
ing and future pupils, ” he added.

PLATONIC 

Solicitor Adam Sharpe for Mabbott said: 
“The two are now platonic friends, they are not 
in a relationship. 

“He earns £1,200 a month. It was a domes¬ 
tic incident. No great harm was caused.” 
He said that throughout the investigation 
Mabbott, who had a strong work ethic, was 
always forthcoming. 

The court said that in no way did they con¬ 
done domestic violence in any context. 

Mabbott was said to have no previous con¬ 
victions.

It imitates a spinal 
stoop caused by com¬ 
pression fractures, along 
with other restrictions in 
movement and instabili¬ 
ty commonly experi¬ 
enced by people with 
severe osteoporosis who 
can suffer multiple 
fragility fractures.

“Spending just a few 
minutes in the suit 
brought home to me the 
difficulties people with 
severe osteoporosis face 
on a daily basis. There 
is a common assump¬ 
tion that this is a condi¬ 
tion that affects women 
more than men, but in 


reality, men can also 
develop it. 

“The good news is 
that individuals can take 
measures to help pre¬ 
vent osteoporosis 
including taking regular 
exercise, eating a bal¬ 
anced diet, getting suffi¬ 
cient vitamin D and not 


smoking.”

Pastor’s book carries 
a message of hope 


TE your life is in a 
mess, it can be 
transformed’ - that 
is the belief of a 
local church pastor 
who was once a 
drugs runner. 

Neil Harvey (38) was 
in the depths of despair 
in prison when he had a 
spiritual experience that 
changed his life. 

He told The GEM: 
“That day, a burden was 
lifted from me and I was 
filled with hope.” 

The hope was not 
temporary either. Since 
the day that changed his 
life, Neil went on to 
qualify as a pastor and 
serve in churches in the 
Bridgend area and 
Cowbridge. 

His book, ‘Uncaged’, 
which tells of his jour¬ 
ney from being a mem¬ 
ber of a drug gang to 
becoming a Minister, is 
being distributed in 
British prisons because 
of its positive message. 


Neil, who is originally 
from North Cornelly, 
had a fractured family 
life when he was very 
young which caused him 
uncertainty and pain. 

“My mother and 
father got divorced when 
I was four or five, and 
they remarried. 

“I grew up with a 
sense of rejection and 
was always trying to fig¬ 
ure life out and how I 
fitted into things.” 

Because his home life 
failed to provide the 
security he craved, his 
grandparents filled the 
void. 

“My grandfather was 
a very significant figure 
in my life. He was a 
straight talker who 
would tell me what he 
thought. If it hadn’t been 
for him, I would have 
been a lot worse. I 
respected his views and 
knew I could go to his 
house and feel loved. 

“I always had a good 
relationship with my 
grandparents.” 


But at the age of 14, 
Neil took part in solvent 
abuse, and that led to a 
downhill spiral involving 
cannabis and, by the age 
of 18, injecting hard 
drugs. Through an older 
family member, Neil 
began associating with 
drugs gangs in the 
Bridgend County 
Borough. 

“I became a drug run¬ 
ner. It happened natural¬ 
ly. The people I knew 
were dealers and if I did 
errands I got paid in 
either cash or drugs.” 

Neil acknowledges 
that at the time he was 
‘dicing with death’, 
injecting substances that 
could have ended his 
life. 

In a bid to turn his life 
around Neil joined the 
army and was chosen as 
the winner of the ‘Best 
Student award. But dur¬ 
ing a brief visit home, he 
took drugs again, and 
when he returned to the 
Army he failed a test 
ending his new career.

Back in Bridgend he 
renewed old friendships 
and habits and became 
part of the drugs culture 
once more. 

During a spell on 
remand in prison await¬ 
ing sentence, he felt des¬ 
perate and full of 
despair. Then one day in 
his cell, his frustration 
boiled over. 

“In my mind every¬ 
thing was black. I was 
loolang at doors and 
every door was closed. 

“Out of nowhere I 
heard a voice - I knew it 
wasn’t me. The voice 
asked: ‘Don’t you 
remember who you 
are?”’ 

Neil said it was as if a 
DVD had been switched 
on in his mind, showing 
himself as a youngster 
before he had been 
angry, bitter and con¬ 
fused, and part of the 
drugs scene. 

“The voice then said: 
‘If you want a second 
chance, I can give you a 
second chance’. I asked 
who it was and the reply 
was ‘Jesus’. 

After serving 21 days 
in prison, Neil was 
determined not to misss 
out on that ‘second 
chance’. 

He got involved in a 
local church and then 
felt the call to go into 
the Christian ministry. 
Friends from the ‘old 
days’, who believed 
there was no escape 
from the destructive cul¬ 
ture of drugs, were

Neil went to Bible 
College in west Wales 
and then Denmark where 
he met Karen, his future 
wife. 

Since qualifying as a 
minister, Neil has 
worked in Cornelly with 
drug addicts, and at a 
number of churches 
including Brackla 
Tabernacle, Cornelly 
Community Church and 
the Changing Lives 
Church. 

Neil said that people 
in despair should know 
that “God can change 
our lives, and he can 
change yours.” 

His book Uncaged is 
being distributed through 
the prison service. 

“I’d like to see it in 
every prison in the 
United Kingdom eventu¬ 
ally.”

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As Remembrance Day nears^ the Somme is recalled 


FOLLOWING the 
recent article by 
Christopher Pollard, 
who wrote about his 
grandfather who was 
‘missing - presumed 
dead’ on October 7, 
1916, he reports on his 
own visit to Thiepval 
on Sunday, October 7, 
96 years later. 

T hiepval 

memorial has 
over 72,000 
names engraved on its 
faces and is situated in 
the middle of ‘no 
man’s land’ on the 
Somme. 

In Prince Charles’s 
foreword in the book 
'The Somme 90 years 
on’ , which is a visual 
history of the battle that 
was fought from July 1 
to November 19, 1916, 
he recalls: 

“The magnitude of 
the losses during this 
battle caused profound 


shock to the nation - 
the sheer scale, 50,000 
casualties in one day, of 
which 20,000 were 
killed” (missing or pre¬ 
sumed dead). 

“Thus it was hun¬ 
dreds of friends and col¬ 
leagues who had volun¬ 
teered together from 
factories, tram works, 
coal mines, sports 
clubs, to make up the 
battalions of pals. ” 

It was on October 7 
this year that grandad 
Jonathon Skipper, a 
member of the 1st 
London Regiment (Post 
Office Rifles) was cho¬ 
sen to be featured at the 
special exhibition, 
‘Missing of the 
Somme’, at the 
Historial at Peronne. 

The display shows 
his photo and the last 
letter he wrote to his 
children... A poignant 
reminder of the bad 
conditions they were 
enduring (he wrote it on 


September 16, 1916 and 
it arrived at his home in 
Great Yarmouth after he 
was declared 'missing - 
presumed dead’. 

The exhibition beau¬ 
tifully displays family 
details of each man, in 
some cases their person¬ 
al photos being accom¬ 
panied by diaries and 
their personal memora¬ 
bilia of their part in the 
Great War. 

He also visited the 
Welsh memorial in 
Mametz Wood - at the 
top of a hillock. The 
38th (Welsh) Division 
attacked the Germans 
from Happy Valley on 
July 7, 1917. The 16th 
Welch and 11th South 
Wales Borderers were 
the first two battalions 
to go over. 

They crossed no 
man’s land with no 
enemy fire - then 50 
yards from Mametz 
Wood, the Germans 
launched a hail of

machine gun fire on 
both battalions, which 
were cut to ribbons. 

Fighting and attacks 
continued on July 8 and 
10, 1916, and they 
fought until July 12 to 
push the Germans back. 

The 38th Division 
had suffered the loss of 
3,993 men in less than a 
week, but the first wood 
of the horshoe had been 
taken. 

The other woods 
were Bazentin le Petit, 


High Wood, and 
Delville Wood, all with¬ 
in a two-mile radius. 

The memorial is 
beautifully positioned at 
the top of the hillock, 
standing supreme with 
the most splendid Welsh 
Dragon atop the 
Portland stone base. 

The inscription reads: 

PARCHWN EU 
HYMDRECHION 
PARHAED EIN 
HATGOFION.

Wood heating systems 

Wood heating systems - technically known as 
biomass systems - burn organic materials, typical¬ 
ly wood pellets, chips or logs, in a boiler or stove 
to provide heat and hot water.

electrical or phone cords, or other things can cause 
you to fall. 

Put non-slip strips on floors and steps. Put ‘non¬ 
slip’ strips or a rubber mat on the floor of your bath¬ 
tub or shower. Install non-slip flooring. 

At home and elsewhere, try to avoid wet floors 
and clean up spills immediately. Take care with 
waxed floors at home. 

Be careful when walking outdoors, and avoid 
going out alone on ice or snow. A simple slip on a 
pathway, a curb, or icy stairs could result in a seri¬ 
ous injury. 

During the winter, ask someone to spread sand 
or salt on icy surfaces. Be sure to wear boots with 
good traction if you must go out when it snows. 
Better yet, don't take chances walking on icy or slip¬ 
pery surfaces. 

Poor lighting, inside and outdoors, 
can increase your risk of falls. 

Make sure you have enough lighting in each 
room, at entrances, and on outdoor walkways. Use 
light bulbs that have the highest wattage recom¬ 
mended for the fixture. 

Place a lamp within easy reach of your bed. Put 
‘night lights’ in the bathroom, hallways, bedroom, 
and kitchen. Also keep a flashlight by your bed in 
case the power is out and you need to get up. 

Properly placed ‘grab bars’ in your tub and 
shower, and next to the toilet, can help you avoid 
falls, too. Have grab bars installed, and use them 
every time you get in and out of the tub or shower. 

Be sure the bars are securely attached to the 
wall. Make sure pathways are kept clear and remain 
well lit. 

Toilets, bath and shower rooms 

Stop water getting onto the floor - improve 
shower curtains/screens. 


Remove water quickly - regular monitoring, 
spot clean, dry mop wet areas. Improve floor 
drainage where possible. Improve grip - consider 
fitting slip-resistant flooring. 


Make a schedule for clearing paths. 

Firstly, consider cutting back plants and trees 
that overlap paths. 

Paths are prone to becoming slippery during the 
winter months. Consider alternative, safer routes, or 
book to have your path jet washed or given a good 
clean with appropriate cleaning products. 

Monitor weather conditions and put a winter 
procedure in place, eg: gritting. If your paths are 
uneven they can be hazardous, so the advice is to 
improve lighting in these areas. 

Do you have holes, potholes, uneven paving or 
broken paving stones, or walkways with cracks, if 
so, call you local trademan to repair or renew them.

(Charlie Tahan), who 
manages to bring his 
pet dog. Sparky, back 
to life with a burst of 
lightning. 

But when Sparky 
escapes and Victor’s 
secret is out, he must 
face the consequences 
of his actions... 

Tim Burton’s recent 
output has been incon¬ 
sistent and under¬ 
whelming. The director 
has really soared when 
making the likes of 
Sweeney Todd or 
Corpse Bride, but the 
likes of Dark Shadows 
and Alice in 
Wonderland have felt a 
bit like Burton on 
autopilot, as if his style 
was being replicated by 
an inferior director. 

With this in mind, 
Frankenweenie was 
unburdened with the 
pressure of following 
up a smash-hit (the 
aforementioned 
Shadows limping lame¬ 
ly at the box office). 

In a way it shows, 
the freedom and excite¬ 
ment of Burton’s return 
to animation blowing 
away the cobwebs and 
delivering an incredible 
piece of work that 
might also be his most 
personal. 

Nobody does kooky 
gothic grandeur like 
Burton, and in a world 
unencumbered by phys¬ 
ical performance and 
limitations, his imagi¬ 
nation runs wild with 
an unerring degree of 
dark humour. 

Shot in black and 
white, echoing the 
Hammer horror films 
that this film uses as a 
broad influence, it

looks and feels edgy 
but at its core is warm 
and comforting. 

The traditional ele¬ 
ments that make up 
Burton’s work (intro¬ 
vert outsider forced to 
step up to face his 
demons) gets a new 
twist, with the youthful 
protagonist of Victor. 

You can’t help but 
feel his crazy scientific 
plans and concoctions 
somehow mirror the 
director in his youth, 
ploughing his own path 
in the face of bemuse¬ 
ment. 

Expanding on the 
short film hasn’t dilut¬ 
ed the core themes or 
story; instead the small¬ 
er sub-plots feel an 
intrinsic part of the nar¬ 
rative. 

John August fleshing 
out Leonard Ripps’ 
original idea with a 
flourish, and amping up 
the horror aspect of the 
film while keeping 
things PG for its target 
audience. 

The little nods of 
character names and 
traits being in keeping 
with the horror greats 


are cleverly done. 

The vocal cast are 
also top-notch, Charlie 
Tahan wonderful in the 
lead role, while the 
likes of Winona Ryder, 
Catherine O’Hara and 
Martin Landau all 
deliver their parts with 
a flourish. 

But the overriding 
element of the film, 
and the one that makes 
it stand-out so much, is 
Tim Burton himself. 

While his live-action 
films are not what they 
were, with this and 
Corpse Bride, there is 
proof that he hasn’t 
completely lost his 
way. 

If he can create a 
live-action film with 
this verve and energy 
then the real Burton 
will have returned. 

In the meantime, 
Frankenweenie is a 
more than capable sub¬ 
stitute! 

VERDICT - A return 
to form for Tim 
Burton, 

Frankenweenie is a 
wonderful antidote to 
his less than stellar 
live-action Hlms. 

Well animated and 
looking incredible, 
there is more ambi¬ 
tion, excitement, 
humour and emotion 
in this film than in his 
last six live-action 
films combined. 
Frankenweenie is a 
real triumph.

to mobile phones; digital 
cameras; email and 
social websites. 

The computer, devel¬ 
oped to deal with num¬ 
bers directly, graduated 
to doing it on spread¬ 
sheets and is now deal¬ 
ing with writing and 
printing documents; 
editing photographs; 
producing drawings; 
writing music and a vari¬ 
ety of typing tasks. 

The WIMP system is 
used by a number of 
operating systems by 
Apple, by Microsoft and 
a range of others.

The 
three major versions of 
Windows currently in 
use will now become 
four. Each version 
brings scope for more 
tips and shortcuts to 
learn. 

In 2008,1 presented a 
talk to the members, giv¬ 
ing basic advice and 
suggestions (hints and 
tips) to make life easier 
in many ways. The orig¬ 
inal six pages expanded 
year on year to 12, as the 
software became more 
capable and people 
wanted to do more any¬ 
way.

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ON October 31, we celebrate 
Hallowe’en, which is one of the three 
spirit days of the year when the dead are 
believed to roam the earth’s plane. 

The other two are Christmas Eve and New 
Year’s Eve - witching hour falls at midnight on 
this date when these cackling sorceresses are said 
to plaque our skies! 

But the ancient festival of Hallowe’en (or its 
original title All Hallows Eve) dates back to the 
16th Century (1556), and was first recognised by 
the Celtic Eestival of Samhain, a celebration of the 
end of the harvest. 

The burning of bonfires was thought to attract 
insects that would become magnets to the flames 
of the fire and foodstuff for bats, the traditional 
eerie creature widely associated with the occasion. 

All Hallows Eve was a festival with a pagan 
background, too, honouring the dead by the ringing 
of bells for the souls of unrest awaiting permission 
to enter heaven. 

This place of unrest is also known as purgatory: 
Bread and soul cakes were baked as offerings to 
the spirits on this day in the belief that the borders 
between the living and the dead would become 
one, and the deceased would cause chaos by cast¬ 
ing spells of sickness and damaging crops upon 
communities on the earth’s plane. 

To deter this spell of evil, people would dress up 
in costumes and masks so that they could not be 
recognised by this unearthly parade of ‘zombies’. 

This ritual was also known as ‘guising’ because 
the people were imitating supernatural scary mor¬ 
tals. 

Hallowe’en is the night before All Saints Day, 
and is a time when people believed that the souls 
of the dead would wander the earth to gain 
vengeance on their enemies before taking their 
place of rest beyond our earthly realm. 

The burning of candles was also thought to help 
these spirits to retire to their place of rest. 

Scottish poet John Mayne wrote of Hallowe’en: 
“What fearful pranks ensie! and Bogies (ghosts). ” 

Some historians claim that the origins of 
Hallowe’en come from the Roman feast of 
Pomona, the Goddess of fruits and seeds. This fes¬ 
tival related to the harvest, which allegedly enticed 
fairies to fly through the air to signify peace. 

Another symbol associated with Hallowe’en 
comprised Jack-O-Lantems, which were carved 
out turnips or Swedes with burning candles inside. 

These were devotedly used in the belief that a 
blazing candle would ward off all evil. This folk¬ 
lore derives from a farmer of ancient times who 
deviously trapped the devil by tricking him into 
climbing a tree. By placing wooden crosses 
around its base, the evil one would be unable to 
return to the ground, and therefore could not 
implore his evil upon the living. 

Other interpretations of Hallowe’en include the 
depictions of death, evil, occult, mythical monsters 
and witches, who are said to patrol the earth on 
travelling contraptions resembling broomsticks on 
this abhorrent night. 

Apple bobbing customs involved apples and 
candles pierced onto sticks hanging from ceilings 
by string. Participants of this game had their 
hands tied behind their backs while attempting to

take a bite from the apple avoiding becoming burnt 
by the flame from the candle. Another variation of 
this entailed treacle coated scones hanging by 
string from the boughs of trees. 

During the early 1900s, the erroneous belief of 
writing fortunes using milk onto white paper was 
popular. The dried paper was then folded and 
placed into a walnut or hazelnut shell, and cooked 
on an open fire. The browned writing as it cooked 
would then predict a maiden’s future husband. 

Nos Galan Gaeaf (Welsh for winter’s eve) was 
considered to depict the first day of winter. 
Traditionally Welsh families would place heavenly 
food on windowsills as offerings to their ancestors. 


whilst praying for their protection from the evils of 
Hallowe’en. Ghostly tales also seem to emulate on 
All Hallows Eve. The manifestations of drowned 
sailors ride the waves of the seas around 
Glamorgan as if on horseback. They are usually in 
visitation until the phantom bells ring out loudly 
from beneath the waters at midnight on this terrify¬ 
ing night. 

Graveyards are also the target of ghostly beings, 
where piercing cries emerge from the depths of the 
earth below in the trickery of luring the living to 
walk around the Church twelve times at midnight. 
The names of villagers who are destined to die 
within the year ahead are eerily chanted from 


beyond the grave at the last chime forecasting mid¬ 
night. Illusory fires bum upon the hillside around 
the villages of Wales, with spectral folk dancing 
around them while singing eerie songs in an 
unrecognisable language. But what could these 
performances be for, and why would they want to 
bellow out chants in a dialect beyond our under¬ 
standing?

Follow the top experts’ advice 


W HEN it comes to 
preparing for 

winter, the 

experts at the Automobile 
Association know what 
they are talking about. 

So, any motorist would be well 
advised to take heed of their 
advice. 

Winter is the season requiring 
most care and preparation if 
you’re to stay safe and avoid a 
breakdown. 

Here’s the AA’s general advice 
for safe and trouble-free driving 
through the cold, dark months 
ahead... 

Battery and electrics 
Lights, heaters and wipers put 
high demands on the car battery. 

If your driving is mainly dark, 
rush-hour trips, the battery will 
give out eventually. 

Batteries rarely last longer than 
five years. Replacing one near 
the end of its life can save a lot of 


time and inconvenience at the 
side of the road. 

• Avoid running electrical sys¬ 
tems any longer than necessary - 
turn the heater fan down and 
switch the heated rear window off 
once windows are clear. 

• If the car stands idle for most 
of the weekend, a regular 
overnight trickle charge is a good 
idea to give the battery a chance 
to revive. 

• Turn off non-essential electri¬ 
cal loads like lights, rear screen 
heater and wipers before trying to 
start the engine. 

• Use the starter in short five- 
second bursts if the engine does¬ 
n’t start quickly, leaving 30 sec¬ 
onds between attempts to allow 
the battery to recover. 

Protect your engine 

A continuous squealing noise 
as soon as the engine is started is 
a sign the water pump is frozen - 
it’s the fan belt slipping on the 
pulley. 

The cylinder block could be 


frozen, too. Stop the engine 
immediately and allow it to thaw 
out. 

This may take several days, 
unless the car can be moved to a 
heated garage. 

If the car begins to overheat a 
few miles from home, it’s likely 
that the radiator has frozen, pre¬ 
venting coolant from circulating. 

Stop straightaway, to avoid 
serious damage and allow the 
radiator to thaw. 

• Antifreeze costs only a few 
pounds, but a frozen and cracked 
engine block will cost hundreds 
of pounds to repair. 

• Most modern cars use long¬ 
life antifreeze - it’s important to 
use the right type and avoid mix¬ 
ing different types. Check the 
handbook or ask a dealer for 
advice. 

• Glycol-based antifreeze 
should be changed at least every 
two years.

• You need a 50-50 mix of 
antifreeze and water in the cool¬ 
ing system for winter. This gives 
maximum protection down to 
-34° centigrade, and without it, 
severe engine damage costing 
hundreds of pounds can occur. 

Clear line of sight 

Keep the windscreen and 
other windows clear - if your 
vision is obscured through dirt, 
snow or even sticker-infested car 
windows, you could face a hefty 
fine. 

Clear snow from the roof as 
well as from windows, as this 
can fall onto the windscreen 
obscuring your view. It can be a 
hazard to other road users as 
well. 

Dazzle from a low winter sun 
can be a particular problem. 

• Improve vision by making 
sure that the windscreen is clean 
both inside and out. Scratches, 
abrasion and chips on the outside 
can also worsen the dazzling 
effect of the sun. 

• Greasy smears on the screen 
that don’t go with use of a nor¬ 
mal screenwash additive will 
require a little elbow grease. 

Try using a cream glass polish 
with a slight abrasive action. If 
that doesn’t work, then try dish¬ 
washer powder dissolved in a lit¬ 
tle water. 

Use clean kitchen paper to 
clean a small area at a time and 
try not to go back over a patch 
you’ve just done. 

• Use air conditioning for 
faster demisting and to reduce

condensation on cold windows. 

• Check windscreen wipers 
and replace if necessary. 

• Make sure that wipers are 
switched off in the park position 
when leaving the car, when 
there’s risk of freezing. 

If you don’t and the blades 
freeze to the screen, you could 
damage the blades or wiper 
motor when you turn the ignition 
on. 

• Be careful not to press the 
electric window button out of 
habit. Hold that button too long 
if the window is frozen in place 
and it can burn out the motor, 
leaving you with an expensive 
bill! {This one comes from per¬ 
sonal experience at The GEM!) 

• Top up windscreen washer 
fluid and treat with a suitable 
additive to reduce the chance of 
freezing. Don’t use ordinary 
engine anti-freeze, as it will 
damage paintwork. 

Good vision 

Make sure that all bulbs are 
working and that lenses are 
clean. When roads are really 
mucky, you might need to clean 
lights after every journey. 

Keep the number plates clean, 
too, as you can be fined if they 
are dirty and illegible. 

If you have to clear snow 
from the car, it’s important to 
clear it from the lights - front 
and back - as well as from the 
glass and roof. 

You must use headlights when 
visibility is seriously reduced. 
You may also use front or rear 
fog lights but these must be 
switched off when visibility 


improves, as they can dazzle 
other road users and obscure 
your brake lights. 

Roadworthy tyres 

The AA recommends at least 
3mm of tread for winter motor¬ 
ing, and certainly no less than 
2mm. 

Don’t reduce tyre pressures to 
get more grip - it doesn’t work, 
and reduces stability. 

It’s rare to need snow chains 
unless you live in an isolated 
area hit with heavy snow, and 
where the roads are not cleared. 
They must be removed to drive 
on a metalled road without a rea¬ 
sonable covering of snow. 

Consider changing to winter 
or all season tyres - these have a 
higher silica content in the tread 
which prevents it hardening at 
lower temperatures, and there¬ 
fore gives better grip in cold wet 
conditions. 

Before you go... 

Get up at least 10 minutes 
early to give you time to prepare 
the car. 

Don’t drive off like a tank 
commander, with a tiny hole 
cleared in the windscreen. Clear 
all windows using a scraper and 
de-icer. 

Use a cigarette lighter to 
warm a key for a frozen lock. 
Don’t breathe on the lock, as the 
moisture will condense and 
freeze. 

Plan routes to favour major 
roads which are more likely to 
have been cleared and gritted.

Put safety before punctuality 
when the bad weather closes in. 
Allow extra time for winter jour¬ 
neys, but be prepared for the 
inevitability of being late for 
work due to unexpected delay. 
Driving in 
snow and ice 

Gentle manoeuvres are the 
key to safe driving - stopping 
distances are 10 times longer in 
ice and snow. 

• Wear comfortable, dry 
shoes for driving. Cumbersome, 
snow-covered boots will slip on 
the pedals. 

• Pull away in second gear, 
easing your foot off the clutch 


gently, to avoid wheel-spin. 

• Up hill - avoid having to 
stop part way up by waiting 
until it is clear of other cars, or 
by leaving plenty of room to the 
car in front. 

Keep a constant speed, 
choosing the most suitable gear 
well in advance, to avoid having 
to change down on the hill. 

• Down hill - reduce your 
speed before the hill, use a low 
gear and try to avoid using the 
brakes. Leave as much room as 
possible between you and the 
car in front. If you have to use 
brakes, then apply them gently. 
Release the brakes and de¬ 
clutch if the car skids. 

• Automatic transmission - 
under normal driving conditions 


(motorways, etc) it’s best to 
select ‘Drive ’ and let the gear¬ 
box do the work throughout the 
full gear range. 

In slippery, snowy conditions 
it’s best to select ‘2’, which lim¬ 
its the gear changes and also 
makes you less reliant on the 
brakes. 

Some autos have a ‘Winter ’ 
mode, which locks out first gear 
to reduce the risk of wheel spin. 
Check the handbook. 

If you get stuck, straighten 
the steering and clear the snow 
from the wheels. 

Put a sack or old rug in front 
of the driving wheels to give the 
tyres some grip. Once on the 
move again, try not to stop until 
you reach firmer ground.

ROSPA says: ‘prepare 
your vehicle for winter 
months, and get ready 
for that long journey’ 


ROSPA - the Royal Society for the Prevention 
of Accidents - emphasises that driving during 
the winter should involve proper preparation 
of your vehicle. 

A spokesman explained: “Driving in the winter is 
very different than in other times of the year. 

“Adverse weather and longer periods of darkness, 
especially after the clocks go back at the end of 
October, makes driving more hazardous. 

“Sometimes conditions can be extreme, as we 
have found out over recent winters in particular, 
with prolonged periods of heavy snow and floods. 

“This means that we need to adapt the way we 
drive. 

“Different weather conditions create different 
hazards throughout the winter and in different areas 
of the country at different times. 

“A single journey may take us into very different 
weather, road and traffic conditions, so we need to 
be prepared for each one.” 

He stressed: ‘‘It is a good idea to have your vehi¬ 
cle fully serviced before winter starts and have the 
anti-freeze tested.’^ 

What are the main things you need to have 
checked before the onset of adverse weather condi¬ 
tions? 

You should ensure that: 

Lights are clean and working. 

Battery is fully charged. 

Windscreen, wiper blades and other windows are 
clean and the washer bottle filled with screen wash 

Tyre condition is good, the tread depth and pres¬ 
sure meet legal requirements (and that includes the 
spare!). 

Brakes are working well. 

Fluids are kept topped up, especially windscreen 
wash (to the correct concentration to prevent it 
freezing), anti-freeze and oil. 

Prepare your journey 

The spokesman said that if a motorist was under¬ 
taking a long journey, being prepared was essential. 

“Listen to local or national weather broadcasts 
and travel bulletins - especially for the areas you 
will be driving through. 

“As conditions can change rapidly, check them 
regularly and be prepared to change your plans if 
conditions on your route worsen. 

“If conditions are very bad, and the emergency 
services are recommending that people don't travel, 
then avoid making your journey unless it is 
absolutely necessary. 

“Can you postpone your trip? Can you travel by 
other means, or avoid the need for the journey com¬ 
pletely by using the phone or email? 

“Of course, what's ‘essential’ to one person may 
not be to another; we each have to make our own 
decisions according to our circumstances. 

“But, try to be realistic about which journeys are 
essential and which ones could be postponed. 

If you decide you really must travel: 

• Let someone know where you are going 
and what time you hope to arrive, so that they can 
raise the alarm if you get into difficulties. 

• Plan alternative routes in case your main 
choice(s) becomes impassable. 


• Keep your fuel tank near to full to ensure 
that you do not run out. 

• Make sure you have a fully-charged 
mobile phone, so you can call for help or alert some¬ 
one if you're delayed - it could be a long walk to a 
phone, if you don't have a mobile phone. 

• If you don’t have an emergency kit in 
your vehicle, at least take extra warm clothes, boots 
and a torch. Consider keeping a couple of long-life 
energy bars in the glove box.

stop within the distance 
you can see to be clear. 

“Speed limits are the 
maximum in ideal con¬ 
ditions; in difficult con¬ 
ditions, they can often 
be too fast. 

“Avoid harsh braking 
and acceleration, or 
sharp steering. 

“Always reduce your 
speed smoothly and in 
plenty of time on slip¬ 
pery surfaces. 

“Slow down in plenty 
of time before bends and 
comers. 

“Braking on an icy or 
snow-covered bend is 
extremely dangerous. 
The centrifugal force 
will continue to pull you 
outwards and the wheels 
will not grip very well. 
This could cause your 
vehicle to spin. 

“To brake on ice and 
snow without locking 
your wheels, get into a 
low gear earlier than 
normal, allow your 
speed to fall, and use 
your brakes gently. 

“Increase the gap 
between you and the 
vehicle in front. You 
may need up to TEN 
TIMES the normal dis¬ 
tance for braking. 

“Keep your vehicle 
well-ventilated. The car 
heater turned up full can 
quickly make you 
drowsy. 

“In snow, stop fre¬ 
quently to clean the win¬ 
dows, wheel arches, 
lights and number 
plates. 

“Visibility will proba¬ 
bly be reduced, so use 
dipped headlights. 

“During wintry 
weather, road surfaces 
are often wet and/or 
covered in frost and ice 
or snow. But this does 
not occur uniformly. 

“A road will often 
have isolated patches of 
frost or ice after most of 
the road has thawed - 
this commonly occurs 
under bridges.” 

Getting stuck in snow 
is a motorist’s worst 
nightmare, so what 
should you do? 

The spoksman said: 
“If you get stuck in 
snow revving your 
engine to try to power 
out of the mt will just 


make the rut worse. 

“Instead, move your 
vehicle slowly back¬ 
wards and forwards out 
of the rut using the high¬ 
est gear you can. 

“If this doesn't work, 
you may have to ask a 
friendly passerby for a 
push or get your shovel 
out. 

“If you get caught in a 
snow drift don’t leave 
your vehicle. Call your 
breakdown service or 
the emergency services 
and let help come to 


RAIN 

Rain reduces a 
motorist’s ability to see 
and greatly increases the 
distance required to 
slow down and stop. 

The spokesman said: 
“Remember that you 
will need about twice 
your normal braking 
distance. 

“Use windscreen 
wipers, washers and

On a rainy night in 
October, 61 junior 
members of 

Bridgend Athletic 
Club joined over 
20,000 children in 
45 countries trying 
to beat the world 
marathon record of 
2 hours, 3 minutes 
and 38 seconds. 

The event was about 
competition and having 
fun, but also about rais¬ 
ing awareness for chil¬ 
dren who suffer because 
they can’t get the food 
they need.

It renews the original 
arrangement, which 
began in 2009, when the 
station started broadcast¬ 
ing. 

In an officers’ report, 
the cabinet members 
were told that the station 
had helped “...develop a 
sense of community 
pride in the area”, and 
had broadcast a “...wide 
range of outside broad¬ 
casts that encourage peo¬ 
ple to take part and make 
a success of local 
events”. 

The report said that 
the station had also pro¬ 
moted the council’s web¬ 
site, and various council- 
led campaigns, such as 
‘paperless billing’. 

The station is also 
supported by the Welsh

Looking back over 


Evan’s 

LAST week, with the help 
of my press cuttings books, 
which go back many years, 
we looked at the race-riding 
career of Mary Evans, the 
mother of Evan Williams. 

This week, we take a look at the 
race-riding career of her son Evan 
Williams, now a well known and 
successful National Hunt trainer. 

Under the heading ‘A First for 
Evan’, this is what I reported in the 
Wales On Sunday back in 1989: 
“Evan Williams of Llancarfan, 
notched up his first winner in only 
his second ride in the first division 
of the restricted open at the 
Llangibby Hunt point-to-point 
steeplechases on his father's ten- 
year-old Cuckoo Mill” 

Fast forward to 1992 and I had 
this to say about Evan in the 
Racing Post: “For the first time in 
years an ‘outsider’ has won the 
Welsh point-to-point riders' cham¬ 
pionship. 

“He is Vale of Glamorgan 
farmer Evan Williams, 21, who 
rode 13 winners, beating former 
champions John Llewellyn, Tim 
Jones, Tim Rooney and Paul 
Hamer, who betwen them have had 
a stranglehold on the title for the 
past 15 years or so. 

“Williams is bred into the sport 
as his father and mother both rode 
winners between the flags. This 
season, Williams stood in for the 
injured Rooney and impressed 
with his handling of Timber Tool, 
News Review and Gunmetal Boy.” 

Then, in 1995, I reported in the 
Glamorgan GEM that “...Vale 
farmer Evan Williams won the 
men's open at the Cots wold Vale 
Farmers’ meeting at Maisemore

Park, Ledbury on Sunday, to break 
the Welsh record of 20 wins in a 
season set by Cowbridge's leg¬ 
endary John Llewellyn in 1988.” 

Headlines such as ‘Evan Rides 
To Victory’, ‘Evan Wins On 
Double Silk’, ‘Evan Chases a 
Record’ and ‘Evan Wins Trophy’ 
are peppered throughout my news¬ 
paper cuttings books. 

It was in The GEM on April 11, 
2002, under the heading ‘Evan 
Makes Racing History’, that I 
reported: “The Vale’s Evan 
Williams rode himself into the rac¬ 
ing record books when he landed 
five winners at the Curre and 
Llangibby steeplechases at 
Howick, near Chepstow on April 
6. Evan not only rode the horses he 
won on, he trains them as well, a 
feat which has never been 
achieved by anyone else in the 
sport before.'” 

It was in 2002 that Evan won 
the national point-to-point riders' 
title with a total of 38 wins.During 
his esteemed race-riding career, he 
rode 198 winners between-the 
flags and a further 21 under rules. 

He rode his last point-to-point 
winner Rag Week at the Gelligaer 
Farmers meeting at Bonvilston in 
2004 and that same year at 
Chepstow he rode his last winner 
under rules on Cherry Gold in the 
Dunraven Bowl Hunter Chase. 

He then turned his attentions to 
saddling winners rather than riding 
them and the rest, as they say, is 
history.
